Factual Information From Behind The Iron Curtain 
Other Religions Persecuted In Poland, Roumania 


HE eastern part of Poland was 

inhabited chiefly by Uniates of 
Ukrainian birth. Uniates are those 
who, following the Eastern Litur 


are in communion with Rome They 
were all incorpora ated thin the 
Soviet U nion. and either liquidated 
or brought under the Moscos 
Patriarch of the Orthodox Church. 
The Polish Orthodox Church was 
also located in Eastern Poland and 


Was incorporated into the Russian 
Orthodox community under the 
same Patriarch of Mosco~ 


First the Communists decided to 
devel the Orthodox Church in 
Po as a separate unit. In 1951 
a Synod of Polish Orthodox Bishops 
was called in Warsaw to elect a 
new head and leader for their 
Orthodox members in Poland. No 


candidate proposed was acceptable. 
whereupon the Moscow Patriarch 
appointed an Orthodox Archbishop 
Hence the Polish Orthodox were 
actually ruled from Moscow, while 
before the western world it seemed 
to have autonomy. 

Protestantism met the same fate 
At the end of World War Il there 
were 250.000 who claimed member- 
ship im the Evangelical Augsburg 
Sect, but President Bierut refused 
to recognize the acting bishop. and 
he issued an official statement de- 
claring that no candidate would be 
acknowledged as head of Polish 
Protestantism. 

The Jews. now numbering 
between 40,000 and 50,000, residing 
in four large cities of Poland, had 
their schools and seminaries closed 


and all religious and social activi- 
ties restricted. They are not per- 
mitted to emigrate. 


Catholics were never numerous 
in Roumania, and those who did 
reside in that country were chiefly 
members of the Eastern (Byzan- 
tine) Rite. 

In the year 1948 the Eastern 
Orthodox Church numbered 72% 
of the people, and the Uniates 
about 10% : Hungarian and German 
Catholics numbered 77; Calvinists,

Parents And Teachers 


True, the teacher aids in the 
education of the child, and in end- 
ing the child to school, the parents 
delegate to the school the right to 
teach the child.
